Neptune Crew 
Escapes Death 


AN CHO RAGE, Alaska C P 
The 
entire crew of a Navy Neptune 
patrol bomber escaped death late 
Wednesday when the twin-engined 
plane crashed and burned on St 
Lawrence Island leas than 50 miles 
from Soviet Siberia. 
The exact number of crewmen*- 
bers was not known, or was it 
known how many were hurt in the 
crash, according to Major Glade 
liaise, public information officer 
for the Alaskan Air Command here.

8 when he confers with Brill-h 
Prime Minister Anthony Eden 
Bulganin will return Nehru’s vis­ 
it probably before the Indian na­ 
tl*. nal holiday in January. 
The declaration climaxed a tri­ 
umphal visit for Nehru. 
Tie was 
the first foreign diplomat to be 
cheered openly by great crowds of 
Russians, the first to visit an atom­ 
ic plant and the first to be allowed 
lo make speeches in public 
World Tension Lessening 
The declaration noted a lessen­ 
ing of world tension through such 
recent developments as the Austri­ 
an treaty and the restoration of 
relations between Russia and Yu* 
go-lavia and said there had been 
lessening of tension in the Far 
Fast 
In this connection the prime min 
i-ters -lated their conviction “ that 
the continued refusal to admit the 
Chinese peoples republic to the 
United Nations li«*s „t the r**ot of 
many troubles in the Far East and 
elsewhere." 
They praised the Bandung con­ 
ference for its part in lessening 
world tension and said the Genova 
agreements on Indochina “ consti­ 
tute a notable example of ’he use 
of the me I hod of negotiation for 
solv ing International conflicts' 
They 
called 
disarmament 
the 
most pressing international ques 
lion and said the buildup of arms 
and 
armaments, conventional 
as 
well j* atomic has “ increased the 
prevalent fear and suspicion among 
nations and has had the citeet of 
diverting national resource- from 
their legitimate purpose "

Shannon’s -land made it clear 
that the government will continue 
it- support of the vaccine program 
under rigid new safety standards 
which 
it put into 
effect several

Four Sc ientists Abstain

tists on the panel abstained.

Salk 
whose enthusiasm for the vaccine 
he developed is no secret

Molotov launched the Rus- 
sian peace offensive Wednc-day on 
schedule 
In a 48-minute speech, 
he .-voided the West for building 
up 
arm- 
establishing 
military 
base- in foreign land- and taking 
other “ belligerent" moves 
He challenged the West to “ make 
the next move" in ending the arm- 
race and urged adoption of So 
viet disarmament proposals made 
in London last month,

after 
hearing Molotov’s speech. “ I have 
heard the same speech at least IO 
time- 
It I- always the -ame thing. 
We are the bad ones and they are 
the good ones.

“ In the present world, as long 
as a general and controlled dis­ 
armament has not become a real­ 
ity. genuine security can be en­ 
sured only in the framework of 
regional agreements a- provided 
for in the U N charter.” he said. 
“ To be efficient,

ment- must include, in times of 
peace, machinery for military co­ 
operation ^resigned to bring about 
a collective reaction, should an ag- 
grc-sion occur."
